SUFFERING IN CUBA. 


The condition of the Cuban army is 


truly deplorable. 
Camped in the in- 


terior without resources and without 
money, the soldiers of 
Gomez find 


themselves obliged to Kill their mules 
for food. The report comes that they 
will starve unless provisions be sent 
them. 


This Is a condition with -which our 


government will be obliged to deal 
promptly The soldiers of the army 
of Gomez are our allies and we are 
obliged to succor them. 
They must 


have clothing and rations and immedi- 
ately, or else hundreds of them will 
perish. 


It is not time to argue that they 


have no business in camp; that the 
war being over they ought to disperse 
to their homes; that we owe them 
nothing further than, the establishing 
of a stable government. "We made them 
our allies by choice, and we owe them 
decent treatment during the peace- 
making interval. 


The poor devils under Gomez are not 


home-owners. 
They are soldiers of 


fortune, adventurers and freebooters, 
who have no homes and to whom the 
business of war is their only occupa- 
tion. They flnd themselves stopped 
from pillaging, foraging and plunder- 
Ing, and they have nothing to eat. 


Clearly it is our duty, having im- 


posed idleness and non-combativeness 
upon them, to feed them and clothe 
them until they can be mustered out 
of their army to depart for other 
fii:en«3 of armed strife and turbulence. 
"We may not admire these disagree- 
able soldiers, but neither may we leave 
them to ulu of hunger and exposure.

The railway is so essential a part of 


bur civilization that it is difficult to un- 
derstand why the Chinese, so wise in 
jnost lespeets, have been so bitterly op- 
posed to its introduction into their 
country. The first that was built there 
was rn 1876. It was constructed between 
Shanghai nnd \A'usuna by a Brlti&h firm 
tincl •uas VI miles lon^. It did a splen- 
did business and paid about 13 per cent 
per annum, but it excited so much an- 
tipathy and tendency toward rioting 
that the Chinese government bought it 
up from its owners, sent the rolling 
wtock into storage and allowed tho mob 


Canton or Kowloon westward along the 
Si-kianff, 1.500 miles to the Burmese 
frontier, and thence northward into 
Szechueh. The first work has begun 
upon the Canton-Peking line, and it is 
fair to presume that all three will be 
under 
construction in the next 12 


months. Lest any adventurous Ameri- 
can thinks the Chinese railways are a 
good field for him to enter, the price 
paid to railway employees are append- 
ed.

At the present moment the Chinese 


seem to have rerognized the error of 
their ways and to have determined to 
enter the ranks of civilized nations. The 
government has created a. bureau, or de- 
partment, known as the Chinese I:n- 
perifi! railway administration, of \\hich 
the head, or director general, is Tao-tai 
Shens1, who is known to the outside 
world as the stalwart friend of tho great 
premier, Li Hnnff Chang. He opened 
his work in September, 18B7, by Increas- 
ing the force upon what is known as 
the Shan Hai Kwan railway, which 
runs from Tim-tain northward 
into 


Manchuria nnd of which hp has finished 
the surveys to the capital city of Kirin 
and partially completed them to Tsi 
Tsi Har.

Ho has also been 
the artivc agent behind the various rail- 
way concessions granted thus for, and 
In his official proclamation, which was 
approved by the council of state, ho an- 
nounced that tho ChinoRe government 
would build or have built tnren great 
trunk linen—one from Peking to Canton, 
1,500 mileH long; one from ShanRhnI up 
th* valley of the Ynng-tse river to 
Tibet, 2,500 miles long, and one from

place is also on the road whlcli Russia 
will build to Port Arthur. Thus the czar 
will have the benefit of China's own 
progressive action as well aa of the 
labors of its diplomats and engineers. 
How much work has been done by the 
Russians in the paat year has not yet 
been made public. Russian light draft 
steamers now run from Amur into the 
Sungari, reaching Tsi Tsi Har on one 
branch of that great river and Khoton 
on the other. There are also Russian 
garrisons or so called engineering 
camps at all of the cities named in 
Manchuria, so that this part oC Russia's 
programme has been carried out to the 
letter. In 1901 the Transsiberian road 
will be finished, and at or before that 
time it will undoubtedly be possible to 
step into a train at St. Petersburg and 
step out at Peking. 


The Hankow-Peking railway, over 


which the Bear and the Bull are now 
gro\\ling so vigorously, presents no se- 
vious difficulties to the engineer.

They build strong piers of cut grumtc. 
dovetailed and often iron bolted from ^0 
to 60 feet apart and two feet higher than 
the highest freshet. The roadbed is then 
superimposed in huge monoliths, five to 
six feet thick, six to ten wide and as 
long as the distance between pier cen- 
ters. The enormous weight of these 
blocks holds the piers In place, no mat- 
ter how powerful the rushing.flood. At 
Polam is the most famoas bridge of this 
class.

It will weaken if not ruin the 
power of the antiforeign mandarins of 
Honan and the White Lily,.and Elder 
Brother societies of the river provinces. 
It will make the northern winter of 
Peking and its surrounding districts as 
favorable to trade as it is now un- 
favorable. 


While the British government pre- 


serves a discreet sr._-nce in regard to 
the progress of its railways in Burma,' 
travelers report _that the engineers are 
untiring and that the roads are crawl- 
ing both northward and eastward from 
Mandalay. Great Britain has a '.reaty 
with China which permits free inter- 
com &e between Burma and the great 
prnvinnn of Yunnan and Its neighbor, 
Szechuen. Prince Henry of Orleans re- 
ports that the British railway is rap- 
idly approaching Mogaung, on the up- 
per part of the IrawaeH, and that a 
branch is being built eastward from 
Bhamo and is close to the Chinese 
frontier. 


From here It is but a few miles to 


Yung Chang Foo, Shunning Foo and 
Yunnan Foo, the capital of the prov- 
ince. From Yunnan Foo a railroad can 
be built alon# the valley of the upper 
Yang-tse to Soo Chao Fop, one of the 
important cities of Szechuen, which is 
about 200 miles above the great com- 
mercial port of Chung King Voo. Chung- 
King: Foo is now visited by light draft 
British steamers, running from Hankow 
and Ichang. The English are working 


valley of that stream to Canton anfl to 
Kowloon, the suburb of Hongkong. The 
English have displayed remarkable en- 
ergy and forethought and have com- 
plete surveys for a road from Hongkong: 
to Canton and partially complete sur- 
veys for its continuation from Canton 
to Woo Chau and sketch surveys from 
Woo Chau Sin Chau to Szeching and 
to NIng Hien, which lies south of Yun- 
nan Foo and nearly 800 miles west of 
Hongkong. If this road is finished, it 
will revolutionize the immense trade 
between India and China. The running 
time from Calcutta to Hongkong at SO 
miles an hour would be but three days, 
whereas the time consumed by the mail 
steamers is two weeks. This part of 
China, at which both England and 
France are directing their political and 
commercial eyes, is remarkably rich and 
also undeveloped. In minerals and lum- 
ber Yunnan and Szerhuen are undoubt- 
edly the richest portions of the empire. 
Under the Chinese system it is impossi- 
ble to exploit their resources, so that 
they are no further advanced today 
than they were in the Hme of Marco 
Polo, if as much, but it is known that 
they possess vast deposits of coal, tin, 
silver, gold, iron, -"opper, rubies end 
jade. Many of the tribes of Yunnan ap- 
pear to be the remnants of races which 
were conquered by the Hindoos to the 
west and by the Chinese to the north, 
and east and driven as a last resort 
into these inaccessible mountain dis- 
tricts. They are strong, vigorous dnd 
udustrious men and under proper ad- 
ministrators are efficient workmen. 


From Burma on the west to Hong- 


kong on the east the sentiment of the 
people is much more friendly toward 
Great Britain than toward France. The 


former country exhibits Beater tact 
and v-isdoin than the latter in govern, 
ng orientals. Hongkong and Kowloor 
are as safe as London and New Yoik 
for the people of o'jr race, while in tli'J 
French territory of Ton^uin Jt U ncu 
cssury to maintain large garrisons nt 
every Important point to pi event in- 
surrection on thf one .side and the l.iot- 
ing and killing of Europeans on the 
other. 


It te only a short lime ago Hint theOer- 
an^ reizrd Kiao-Chou, on the cistern 


eo,"«t of Phanstuns. They have utJIix. ,l 
every hour to increase the Importanto 
of their new possession. While their 
diplomats have .secured a railway con- 
cession from their port to Chinan-foo. 
the capital of the province, a7id also to 
Ichang, their engineers hava determined 
and surveyed satisfactory routes for 
both lines. The western road runs to 
Kao-mi, thence to Wei-hsien and thencs 
to Chinan-foo, or Tsinan-foo, about 200 
miles in total length. Tho southwestern 
line runs to Kuchan and Ichao- and 
thence, it is said, to Chin-kiang. 


Both of these roads have strategic 
value. The western line would control 
the province of Shangtung and rerluc-e 
the value of the British stronghold of 
Wei-Hai-Wel. Its terminus, Tsinan, ia 
a fine city of nearly 180,000 inhabitants 
on the eastern bank, of the Hoang-Ho. 
It was a famous capital 1200 B. C. and 
has complete records for more than 30 
centuries. The Hoang-Ho is navigable 
for light draft steamers, so that the city 
could be made a naval base for the con- 
trol of the river up to Tung-Chang, in 
the province of Shensi, and probably 
much farther. The southwestern Una 
would connect central fihangtung with 
the Yang-tse valley and prove a for- 
midable rival to the Hankow-Peking 
and Chln-kiang-Tien-tsin routes and to 
the Grand canal itself. The so called 
Shanghai-Peking 
railway 
concession 


should ve styled the Chin-kiang-Tien- 
tsin, as its termini are these latter and 
not the former cities. Tien-tsin, howev- 
er, is already connected by rail witb 
Peking, 80 miles away, and Chin-klang 
3 the first treaty port on the Yang-tse 
above Shanghai and connected with it 
by many lines of steamers. The con- 
cession for this railway was obtained 


a Chinese-American of rare ability, 
Yung-wing of Hartford. He is a Yale 
nan and is also a titular tao-tai m 
ihina. He obtained his concession last 
January, and in the framing of the per- 
mission he displayed the technical skill 
and knowledge of tb.e civil engineer and 
,he proverbial ecumen of his race. His 
road runs parallel with the Grand ca- 
nal and, in fact, uses the bank of that 
famous water course to a greater or 
!ess extent. 


This gives him a model roadbed al- 


most ready for use, while the canal en- 
ables him to transport his supplies and 
permanent equipment at a minimum 
expense. Further than this, the popula- 
;ion along the line is familiar with for- 
eigners and friendly to comjnerce. It 
v-'ill not manifest the same fierce an- 
tipathy to the *ron horse as wjll most 
of the inland districts of China. The 
length of the road will be between 600 
and 650 miles.

New Firm May Compete High Priees. 


Organization Moats Tonight. 


The new Butchers' Protective as- 


sociation of Northern Berkshire, or- 
ganized ostensibly to protect the meat 
dealera from "dead beaO," but prac- 
tically resulting In a decided rise In 
the price; of meats, la not experiencing 
the best of HUCCUSH |n 
holding the 


Held to the excluxton of more reason- 
able prices without some opposition. 
The high prices have been In force for 
some time, and still hold sood. but the 
matter has reached a point where a 
now tirm is likely to start an oppo- 
sition market unless a reduction is 
made by the present dealers very 
soon. 


There 
has 
been considerable dis- 


cussion on the purt of interested-per- 
sons in starting a market to compete 
with the trust, as was done In Adams, 
but'nothing practical. has been ilono 
until within the present week. Now 
a new firm is seriously 
considering 


the matter of organizing and opening 
n market, and has already had some 
communication with the wholesalers 
In regard to securing stock. The new 
lirm would have to start on a cash 
basis, as the wholesalers are sup- 
posed to be behind the organization, 
and would undoubtedly refuse credit 
to an opposition linn, but the people 
have become greatly interested in the 
matter, and such a firm could expect 
to have large support from the open- 
ing. 


The effprt pf this promised opposi- 


tion on the association is noticeable. 
Prices are wavering slightly In this 
city, and beef and mutton of several 
kinds have gone down In price two 
cents a pound since last Saturday, al- 
though pork has risen in the same 
proportion. This is the first check the 
rise in prices has had since the or- 
ganization started. A meeting of the 
nrw organization will be held this1 
evening to discuss the situation in 
Adams and thts^lty. 


The association has begun to take 


active measures In Its more legitimate 
line of work, the protection of the 
dealers from the "dead beats," and 
hereafter a delinquent will find him- 
self met not only by 
the dealer to 


whom he is in arrears, but by all the 
members of the association. 
On the 


other point, the rise in prices, the 
dealers claim that the advances here 
are only what are made necessary by 
the rise in the west, and that the or- 
ganization is not responsible for it, 
but they admit that they are trying to 
break up the trade in the cheaper 
grades of meat, to force all to buy the 
better qualities.
